HAYMARKET THEATRE. 

A new version of Don Cesar de Bazan was produced at this theatre 
last night, under the title of A Match for a King, with the greatest 
success. Mr. Charles Mathews is the adapter, and he has bereft it 
of its melodramatic and sentimental character, to suit the more refined 
taste of thishouse. He gave with much vividness and ease the character 
of the Don, but there is not sufficient weight about his acting to elicit 
much sympathy, therefore the serious parts of the character lost that 
power which was due to them. The drama is much the same as the one 
performing at the Princess's theatre, with the exception that Mariquita 
is changed from a Gitana to a flower girl. The drama is cast as follows :

acting of Miss Julia Bennett, as Mariquita, deserves great praise, and 
elicited the warmest applause. The other performers were equally happy 
in their respective parts. Much judgment has been displayed in the 
decorations and costumes, which were appropriate and gorgeous, 
and there is also some very beautiful scenery. Mr. Charles Mathews 
and Miss Julia Bennett were loudly called for at the conclusion, and on 
their appearance were greeted with loud and coutinued plaudits. The 
drama is to be repeated every evening.—The house was very fashionably 
attended. 

Adelphi.—Mr. Webster made his first appearance on these boards, 
last night, in the character of Don Cesar de Bazan, in a new drama 
of the same title. On his appearance there was a simultaneous burst of 
applause from all parts of the house, which lasted some minutes—a 
welcome which this indefatigable and enterprising gentleman richly 
merited. His acting throughout the drama was excellent, and his well 
known talent found ample scope in the character of Don Cesar. The 
drama has been dramatized, we believe, by Mr. Bourcicault, and he has 
displayed much judgment in its construction. Madame Celeste was the 
Maritina; her performance of the Neapolitan girl was truly na- 
tural, and frequent approbation rewarded her efforts. She danced the 
Tarantella of Napoli, with Miss Woolgar, with much vivacity and grace. 
Miss Woolgar’s style of acting did not suit the part of Lazarillo. 
It is impossible for her to keep a serious face. Mr. Howe, who made his 
first appearance here, personated Charles the Second exceedingly well. 
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Mr. Wilkinson caused a deal of laughter as the Marquis de Montepom- 
pus, and the other characters were ably supported by Mr. Worrell, and 
Miss Brooks. The scenery, dresses, and decorations, are superb in the 
extreme, The drama was loudly applauded at its conclusion, and Mr. 
Webster announced its performance for every evening. Both Mr.Webster 
and Madame Celeste were obliged to appear before the curtain to receive 
the congratulations of the audience, which was a crowded one. To- 
night, a new musical burlesque, entitled Telemachus; or, The Island 


of Calypso, written by Mr. Coyne, willbe produced. It is very strongly 
cast.
